flcials claim he made a complete con- 
fession. 
For weeks past every move 


of Costello has been watched by pri- 
vate detectives, and when he was ar- 
rested Ihe entire town was surprised.

Hopedale mills received two threat- 
ening letters.

Charles E. Nutting, superintendent, 
and later turned over to the directors, 
of which body Eben S. Draper and 
his brother, George A. Draper, are 
members.
